the grantor: Provided, That such reservation of rights shall not continue 
beyond the life or Hves of the grantor or gerantors of the fee: Provided 
further, That in the opinion of said commission the permanent public park 
purposes for which control over said land is needed are not essentially im- 
palred by said reserved rights and that there is a substantial saving in 
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cost by acquiring said land subject to said limited rights as compared with

§ 101. Laws of District extended to public buildings and grounds 


The provisions of the several laws and regulations within the District 
of Columbia for the protection of public or private property and the pres- 
ervation of peace and order are extended to all publie buildings and pub- 
Hie grounds belonging to the United States within the District of Columbia. 
Any person guilty of disorderly and unlawful conduct in or about the 
same, or who shall willfully injure the buildings or shrubs, or shall pull 
down, impair, or otherwise injure any fence, wall, or other inclosure, or 
shall injure any sink, culvert, pipe, hydrant, cistern, lamp, or bridge, or 
shall remove any stone, gravel, sand, or other property of the United 
States, or any other part of the public grounds or lots belonging to the 
wnited States in the District of Columbia, shall be fined not more than 
“500, or imprisoned not more than six months, or both.
